effect so far a.? they are concerned is 
la financial loss, and in one case in 
Mahnomen that amounted to $2,100. 
But all had reserve supplies that 
I were not found and destroyed by th-j 
federal raiders. All have brought out 
their reserve and are* doing business 
las before. 
Assistant United States Attorney 
Oakley of St. Paul, who is looking aft- 
| cr the interests of the federal depu­ 
ties under arrest, says that the places 
will be raided again. 
The wholesale liquor dealers and 
breweries will not ship any more to 
saloons on tho reserve ion. The deal­ 
ers will have to haul in their supplies 
by wagons. 
A few more raids, It is figured, will 
I tire out the saloon men and s top the 
{liquor traffic in the Indian country. 
One 
thing 
seems 
certain: 
The 
agents of the United States Indian 
service* could not pull off another raid 
in Mahnomen county without stirring 
up serious trouble. 
The citizens and 
officials iii the towns affected are in 
sympathy with the liquor dealers. 
But it is scarcely to be expected 
that another raid could bo made with­ 
out violence. 
The people of the other towns of 
W hite Earth reservation are Inclined 
to blame Ogema for all the trouble. 
There are four saloons in that littl e 
village. It is chained the places have 
been run In open defiance of the state 
law. 
Ogema Is only five miles from the 
W hite Earth agency, and attracted the 
attention of tile officials to such an 
extent that all saloons In the country 
have suffered, 
As the citizens of some other town? 
do not uphold conditions in Ogema, 
they do not want lo be classed with 
that village. They feel that they are 
being singled oui unjustly, and they 
resent It.

Washington, Oct. 9.—Indian Com­ 
missioner Valentine asserts that his 
bureau will lend all possible adminis­ 
trative support in the prosecution of 
several officials of Marshalltown, la., 
who were indicted Thursday for con­ 
spiring to interfere with a special offi­ 
cer of the Indian service while the 
latter was investigating alleged sales 
of liquor to Indians from the Tama 
reservation. 
Recognizing the evils which follow 
the sale of liquor to the Indians, the 
bureau of Indian affairs, through its 
special officers, has been conducting a 
vigorous crusade to wipe out the prac­ 
tice and its campaign has been very 
effective both under the federal and 
state law.

An immense crowd—29,265 paid ad­ 
missions—a new record for attend­ 
ance in the world’s series game, wit 
nessed the exciting battle.

available inch of seating space at 
the Immense amphitheater was filled 
and when Umpire Johnstone called 
“play hall” there did not appear to be 
room for one more. The great major-, 
ity of the spectators were Pittsburg 
supporters, but a large delegation of 
Detroit enthusiasts made a creditable 
showing with plenty of noise In the 
early innings. 
Manager Fred Clarke and Tommy 
Leach were the stars of the Pittsburg 
aggregation. It was Clarke who broke 
the apparently impregnable wall of 
Mullin’s wonderful pitching with a 
smashing home run into the right field 
bleachers in the fourth Inning and 
tied the score. 
This smash appeared 
to take all the heart out of the De­ 
troit 
team and 
scoring was com­ 
paratively easy for Pittsburg after 
that. 
Leach Makes Sensational Catch. 
Leachs sensational catch of a ter 
rifle drive from “Ty” Cobb’s trusty 
bat with two Detroit men on bases in 
the seventh inning saved the game. 
Leach was playing deep for Cobb, but 
this drive went almost to the center 
field stand and it was only after a 
hard backward run the diminutive 
star was able to make the thrilling 
catch. 
Both George Mullin and Charles 
Adams pitched admirably and Mullin 
allowed only five hits, while the P itts­ 
burg youngster was hit safely six 
times. 
Adams was unsteady in the 
opening 
round when he gave two 
bases on halls and allowed two hits. 
After that he steadied and Detroit was 
net able to get more than one hit in 
an inning. 
Mullin was a complete enigma to 
the locals during the first three in­ 
nings, when he did not allow a hit 
and gave but one base on balls.

had retired two Pittsburg men in the 
fourth when Clarke made his corking 
home run. 
Delehanty made a ridicu­ 
lous error at the beginning of the 
fifth inning and Abstein made three 
bases on it.

PLEASANT TRIP 
DOWN THE LAKES 


Judge Holland Writes Entertaingly 
of His Recent Trip to 
Eastern Points 


And Pleasant Experiences on the 
Trip and at His Old Home 
Are Related 
(Continued from yesterday) 
I took the cars and went down to 
Montmorency Falls, on the Mont­ 
morency River which flows into the 
St. Lawrence about seven miles be­ 
low Quebec. 
These Falls are claimed 
to be 250 feet high. 
I returned to 
Quebec and the next day I went down 
to St. Anne de Beaupre. 
This is 
quite a town and said to have been 
built because the St. Anne de Beaupre 
church is there. 
The village is twen 
ty-one miles down the bay from Que­ 
bec. 
In this church ones sees hun­ 
dreds of crutches left there by the 
afflicted when they were cured. 
A day or two later, at eight o’clock 
one mornning, I took the steamer 
“Murray Bay” and started for the 
head waters of the Saguenay river. 
The St. Lawrence river and the St. 
. Lawrence Bay meet at Quebec. 
We 


went down the hay on the west side, 
passed Montmorency Falls, St. Anne 
de Beupre, and in the early evening 
reached the mouth of the Saguenay 
river. 
At the mouth of the Saguenay 
river the St. Lawrence bay is over 
twenty miles in width. 
During the 
day, while sailing along the west side 
of the bay, or more accurately speak­ 
ing northwest, we had a good view 
of the shores. 
The farms are nar­ 
row and long. 
One end faces the 
bay and runs back onto the hill as 
far as we could see. 
Along the bay 
is the road. 
On the bay end of these 
farms is a road and a house on each 
farm, or on nearly all. 
It looks like a street in a village 
but very long. 
We went up the 
Saguenay river during the night and 
was at Chicoutimi in the morning. 
The boat would remain there until 
nine A. M. 
After breakfast I start­ 
ed out to see the town. 
As Iwas go­ 
ing off the boat I chanced to meet 
the captain. “Captain, how long will 
we be here,” I asked. 
“ We will not 
leave before nine o’clock”. 
It was 
then about eight. 
With much dig­ 
nity I said, “Captain, I want to go 
out to the last camp of Peary and 
Cook, the nearest one to the pole. 
Which way shall I go?” 
With dig­ 
nity he looked at me and said: “Hell! 
Neither one of them ever got this 
near to the pole.”
